He 
was a student of Soldan High 
School, ° 

Alfred J. Kuechenmeister, ‘“%5 
years old, who held a Federal ji- 
cense as student pilot, was i 
charge of the Waco biplane. He 
and his injured passenger, Delbert 
Flanders, 21, of 4138 Ashland ave- 
nue, were taken from the wreck- 
age unconscious and were  con- 
veyed to Missouri Baptist Sanitari- 
um. Their condition is critical. 

0. E. Scott, manager of Latrn- 
bert Field, who saw the accident, 
said it was due to the pilot’s at- 
tempt to make too steep an ascent. 
This caused the plane to drop into 
a tail spin, and because of the pi- 
lot’s inexperience and the nearness 
of the earth, this condition was not 
remedied. The field where. the 
plane struck, nose first, was one in 
which a skilled pilot could have 
made a safe landing if he had ary 
control of the plane. . 

The motor continued to function 
wroperly, and indications are that 
the engine was still turning over 
when the plane struck. 

Under Federal regulations, stu- 
dent pilots are not permitted to 
carry passengers’ in interstate 
flights, The flying field manage- 
ment has no authority to keep 
them ‘from taking passengers, 80 
long as they do not accept money 
from them. Student pilots fre- 


_ quently take their friends for rides., 


The two passengers riding with 
Kuechenmeister were in a forward 
cockpit. .

Police Find Body of 75- 
Year Old Eccentric and 


Money in Rusty Tin Cans | 
Near His Bedside. | 


HAD $4384 IN CASH 


$12,550 IN BONDS 


David Hess, Lodger, at 12 
South Third St., Not 
Known to Have Employ- 
ment or Wealth. 


In a dirty, dingy room rented for 
a few cents a week at No. 12 South 
Third street, police today found the 
body of a 75-year-old eccentric who 
had killed himself, with a .38 cal- 
iber revolver, amidst a heap of to- 
bacco tin ysstuffed with $4384 in 
cash and $12,550 in bonds. 

The man, clad in shabby, patched 
clothing, and 
sheets which had once been white, 
was known to laboring men at the 
lodging house as David Hess. The 
amount of his wealth, including 
hundred dollar bills and gold bonds 
in rusted boxes on and near his 
bed, added up to $16,934.35 in cur- 
rency and securities. 


About 9:30 a. m. today police 
received a report that a man was 
dead at the South Third street 
rooming house. Mounted Patrol- 
man Schenk and Patrolman Meyer 
of the Traffic Division climbed the 
rickety stairs to Hess’ second floor 
room and found the unshaven sep- 
tuagenarian, with a bullet hole in 
his right temple, stretched on the 
soiled, unstable cot. 

Finds $250 in Box. 

The room was littered with old 
newspapers, magazines, scraps of 
food, and a strange assortment of 
tin boxes. Most of the latter were 
tobacco boxes. There were also 
coffee and food tins. Patrolman 
Schenk, opening a rusted tin, found 
inside two $100 bills and a $50 gold 
certificate. Box after box yielded 
a similar harvest. . 

The astonished policemen gath- 
ered a total of two $100 bills. one 
$50 bill, several $20, $16, $5 and 
$1 bills and 35 cents in coin, mak- 
ing up the total of $4384.35. From 
other tins were taken deeds of 
trusts for $1000, first mortgages for 
$500, Liberty Bonds of $100 de- 
nominations and various securities. 

There were bonds of the Wheel- 
ing Molding and Foundry Co., 
bonds of the Citizens’ Independent 
Telephone Co.. of the Consumers’ 
Meat Co. and of other concerns. 

Police also found a letter be- 
lieved to be from a relative of the 
dead man and a few personal ef- 
fects. 

Scanned Market News. 

Persons who knew Hess at the 
rooming house could give little in- 
formation about him. He walked 
about slowly with a cane, they said, 
and rarely spoke to anybody. He 
got newspapers twice daily and 
scanned market reports. He had 
no employment. 

He rose in the morning and left 
his room each day. He returned 
at night. He had no close ac- 
quaintances among the other men 
staying at the house. No one sus- 
pected that he had any money in 
his possession.

of the International Life Co. for 
which he has made no accounting, 
last night gave an interview to the 
press in which he admitted he had 
been gambling for millions and had 
failed in his efforts. 
Hiding to Evade Service. 

Toombs denied that he had tak- 
en any of the -International Life 
Company’s funds for his own “se 
and declared he now had less than 
$1500 in his own name. 

Today he was_ still in hiding 
evading service of the warrant is- 
sued yesterday in St. Louis charg- 
ing him with grand larceny and 
specifically listing $104,000 of the 
insurance company’s missing as- 
sets. His attorney, Eugene L. Mc- 
Garry, declared he would fight ex- 
tradition of his client and was 
prepared to go before the Gover- 
nor of Illinois to argue against the 
issuance of requisition papers. 

“I do not intend to permit my 
client to be arrested on the vari- 
Ous warrants, and then appear in 
court to learn that there will be 
no prosecution,” “McGarry declared. 

“At such time. as extradition is 
granted . I. will produce Toombs 
immediately I doubt that the Gov- 
ernor will authorize extradition.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
today asked Attorney McGarry if 
it were not true that Toombs had 
been using the funds of the Inter- 
national Life Insurance Co. to pay 
for the 2000 shares of common 
stock of the International Co.. a 
holding corporation which controls 
the life insurance company. Toombs 
paid between $3,100,000 and $3,- 
200,000 for these shares. 

McGarry’s reply was “Yes,” but 
he declined to comment further 


| upon: his client’s manipulation of 


the money. 
Loan Made on Fake Report. 

Through inquiries made in finan- 
cial circles here, it has been learned 
that a faked report as to the finan- 
cial condition of Toombs & Daily. 
Toombs’ Chicago bond firm; was a 
chief factor in enabling Toombs to 
obtain a loan of $2,000,000 from 
New York banks, to acquire contro} 
of the International Life Insuranc: 
Co, 

The report was to the effect that 
Toombs & Daily had $4,000,000 
gilt-edged assets, or twice the 
amount it sought to borrow. The 
report was signed with the na:ne 
of a reputable certified public ac- 
countant, and it was accepted with- 
out question by the New York 
bankers. More recently, the 10c- 
countant, when called upon: for an 
explanation, has denied that he 
made this report. He said the re- 
port made by him showed a much 
less favorable *condition. 

Toombs & Daily. it now appears, 
pyramided their difficulties by puay- 
ing dividends, in part, out of capl- 
tal and operating funds. This made 
it necessary, in order to avoid a 
collapse, to.form an attachment to 
a strong concern like the Interna- 
tional Life. After the insurance 
coptnany was acquired, ‘the process 
of| withdrawing the sound assets of 
that company was begun, and wert 
on until checked by the State In- 
surance Commissioners. 

Toombs declared the juggling of 
the insurance company’s assets was 
“not for my personal gain but in 
an attempt to save the company.”

Massey Wilson, former president 
and one of the founders of the In- 
ternational Life Insurance Co., ap- 
peared today before the State In- 
surance Commissioners now inves- 
tigating the company's tangle fi- 
nancial affairs to present his plan 
to continue the company in oust- 
ness, as opposed to the commis- 
siovers’ decision in favor of liqui- 
dating the firm and selling ita in- 
surance tO some other compapy. 

Wilson was not placed under 
oath, but his statements were 
transcribed by a shorthand report- 
er. Newspaper reporters were 
among those present. Wilson was 
interrupted frequently by Insur- 
ance Commissioner Detrick of Cal- 
ifo-nia, who questivred Wilson’s 
acts as past prestient of the vom- 
pany and his motives in plunging 
the company into a Federal re-civ- 
ersnip with his brother, E. P. Wil- 
son, as receiver. 

Before his appearance at the 
Commissioners’ session today, Wil- 
son had made two oral offers to 
take over the International Life, 
both of which had been rejected ) y 
the Commissioners. 

Says Company Is Solvent. 

Wilson contended that even with 
the $3,500,000 shortage in assets 
which is laid to President Roy ©. 
Toombs, the insurance company is 
only “artificially insolvent” and is 
“actually solvent.” The Missouri 
insurance laws consider only cash, 
mottgages, bonds and certain pol- 
icy credits as assets, but the In- 
ternational Life, according to Wil- 
son, has an additional $10,000,000 
in good-will and other intangible 
assets which should be considered 
in the present situation. 

“If tested by the general rules 
of solvency and insolvency,” Wi!- 
son said, “‘the International must 
be judged at least $8,000,000 sol- 
vent.”’ 

Whitson estimated the company’s 
insurance in force is worth $7,- 
609,000 and its agency organization 
$5,000,000. If the International 
Life had not been forced to stop 
writing insurance, it could have 
continued, regardless of the d¢(‘cit 
attributed to President ‘Toombs, 
Wilson said. He said the Int rna- 
tloseal had paid its stockho!.ters 
dividends of 17 per cent ann ally 
for the last 10 years. 


Asks About Twe Deals. 


Commissioner Detrick questioned

Human Being Too Complex for 
Synthesis, Researcher Tells 
Chemical Society. 


EVANSTON, Ill., Aug. 16.—Hu- 
man life may be sustained in a 
synthetic world, fed by man-made 
materials and watmed by man- 


made fucis, “but science will not 
be able to develop synthetic life in 
the complex form of man,” Dr. 
Victor Cofman, research authority 
of the £. I. du Pont de Nemours 
Co. said last night at the Amert- 
can Chemical Society Institute. 

“In order to get at an under- 
standing of the building up of life 
we must first understand how liv- 
ing beings act,” he said. ‘““‘We must 
understand their physical and 
chemical changes. The nearest scl- 
ence has come to understanding 
the action of the body has been in 
the discovery of the action of en- 
zymes. We can't even define this 
other than to say it is a chemical 
catalyst which speeds up chemical 
action without its self being 
changed. By learning more of en- 
zymes we may approximate a bet- 
ter knowledge of the secret of liv- 
ing matter.”

400 Certificates Missing. 
“There is only one example,” 
Baker remarked. “We have found 
400 blank certificates missing and 
sO far we have accounted for only 
about five.”

One Hundred and Thirty 
Six Others Working in 
Shaft at Irvona_ Escape 
Unhurt. ?

COALPURT, Pa., Aug. 16.— 
Thirteen bodies have been removed 
from the No. 3 mine of the Irvona | 
Coal & Coke Co. at Irvona, near 
here, in which workings an explo- 
sion occurred yesterday. afternoon. 
One miner was brought out alive 
and rescue workers stated that all 
men now were accounted for. 

There were 150 men in the 
workings at the time of the ex- 
plosion and officials of the com- 
pany stated that had the explosion 
happened 15 minutes later the mine 
would have been cléared of men. 

The explosion was of terrific 
force, judging from the condition 
of the bodies of men. Their cloth- 
ing had been stripped off. 

The explosion was confined to 
No. 3 south section which is io- 
cated about three miles from the 
mouth of the mine. 

Marina Coccia, the sole survivor 
of the 14 men trapped in the mine, 
today told the story of the explo- 
sion while rescue workers from 
various districts explored the gas- 
swept facings of the mine for bod- 
ies which might have been over- 
looked. 

Coccia owes his life more to luck 
than anything else, he having re- 
fused to follow a fellow miner 
whose body later was brought {fom 
the workings badly mangled and 
burned. 

Coccia was with the 14 men in 
the section where the explosion 
occurred. The other 136, in an- 
other section of the mine, escaped, 
their working place not having 
been visited by the force of the ex- 
Plosion. 

“I was with W. H. Mays about 
3:15 o'clock,” Coccia said. “We 
heard a dull thud an&@ thought the 
dynamo”“had let loose. We were 
thrown to the ground and smelled 
gaz and felt a terrific heat. Mays, 
his face ghastly, turned to me and 
said: “We’H die now. No one but 


God can save us.” 


“We ran toward the tunnel exit 
but were forced back and reach- 
ing an entry Mays dashed to the 


left. Something sent me to the 
right. I escaped, poor Mays is 
dead.” 


Officers of the company said it 
was a dust explosion but refused 
to advance a cause until a further 
investigation could be made.

Bones of Monster, Thought 


to Have Been 790 Feet 
Long, Found by Andrews 
Expedition in China. 


Ly the Associated Prese. ; 
PEKIN, Aug. 16.—The  head- 


bones of a prehistoric monster un- 
earthed by Roy Chapman Andrews 
a’ the southern edge of the Gobi 
desert today were described by 
him as indicating the existence of 
a colossal animal “about the size 
of the Woolworth Building, if the 
building were in a horizontal po- 
sition.” The Woolworth Building, 
in New York is 792 feet hizh. 

Dr. Andrews, who is the leader 
of the fourth Central Asiatic ex- 
pedition; sail: 

“This was our biggest - strike, 
one of the most interesting finds 
ever made. This entire area is rich 
in fossils. We found a monster in 
the same area jn 1925. The saddle 
shape-headed creature discovered 
on this expedition is perhaps the 


great-grandfather of the 1925 
monster.” 
The head is very broad and a 


peculiar feature is that its nose 
narrows in the middle and gradu- 
ally broadens toward the nostrils. 
Dr. Andrews said he was more 
than satisfied with his discoveries. 
He considered his finds as 
important as his. finding of 
dinosaur eggs in 1923. 

The explorer said his discover- 
ies included lots of Baluchitherium 
fossils and also several splendid 
skulls of a new type of nasal 
horned Titanotheridae, quite dif- 
ferent from any North American 
Titanotheridae. 

The collection of fossils fills 80 
cases. It was brought intact to 
Pekin in automobiles, although the 
expedition encountered floods be- 
tween Kalgan ind Pekin against 
which they battled for 20 hours to 
save themselves and thef relics. 
The journey required four days. 

Half of the expedition returned 
earlier than they had expected ow- 
ing to the intense heat of the 
desert which ° exploded’ several 
cases of gasoline causing a short- 
age of fuel. 


The Baluchithecrium was a mon- 
ster quadurped of prehistoric times 
related to the rhinoceros. Fossil 
remains of the animal were dis- 
covered in the Gobi desert, Mon- 
golia, in 1922, and indicate’ that 
it stood about 10 feet high and 
was 15 feet long. 

Titanotheridae were a tertiary 
family of hoofed mammals.

So many 
speakers rose to defend the rell- 
gion of the New York Governor 
that the chair had to ilmit them to 
a few minutes. 

“Jesuits in their palmiest days 
never had the hold on the country 
that the political parsons have had 
on this country during the past

versity, who added the defeat cf 
would mean 
‘the triumph of Intolerance and

Dr. Dieffenbach had declared 
that relicion was the big “Issue o* 
the campaign and that editors of 
this country should come out from 
behind “their smoke screens and 
tell the people that this country 
really. is a spiritual institution with 
a spiritual destiny.”

tion of the time since prize- 
fighting had its ‘irst champion, 
and not having seen ali of the 
titleholders in action of those 
who have flourished since John 
L. Sullivan first made giove- 
championships fashionable, we 
will have to decline the issue. 

But that doesn’t prevent us 
from having some secondhand 
ideas as to some of the features 
of the discussion, and a few first- 
hand recollections of most of the 
modern champions. 

There is system, we find after 
reflection, by which ALL of the 
champions of modern times can 
be accused of having been the 
“greatest.” For example: 

Sullivan was the greatest 
bluffer. 

Corbett was 
boxer. 

Fitzsimmons was the great- 
est man of his weight. 

Jeffries was the greatest

Johnson was the greatest 
defensive fighter.

It was a real 
treat to see the veteran slip the 
enemy's leads by a fraction of an 
inch and then crash rights and 
lefts into his opponent’s chin and 


body, 

Frankie hit his foe more blows 
than the old adding machine 
would register, But alas and 
alack. It was like dusting off the 
gentleman's chin. And therein lies 
the secret of why Frankie is still 
just a journeyman, doing a day's 
ring worke-he can’t break an egg.

How Italia Plunged 1500 Feet - 
To Ice Floes in Two Minutes, 


As Related by Prof. Behounek 


Coating of Ice on Craft, Heavy Load and 
Loss of Gas Mentioned by Survivor 
As Causes of Disaster. 


Prof. Franz Behounek, only sur- 
vivor of the Italia thus far permit- 
ted to tell his story, reaches the 
climaz of. his narrative in today's 
installment in describing the dis- 
aster which befell the dirigible, 
May 25, on its return from the 
North Pole.

By FRANZ BEHOUNEK, 
Scientist With Gen. Nobile’s Flight 
to North Pole. 

(Copyright, 1928.) 

PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia, Aug. 
15.—When the North Pole was 
reached, the usual congratulatory 
telegrams were sent. On-Gen, No- 
bile’s request I sent greetings to 
my distant Fatherland. Then the 
gramophone played the Fascist 
hymn, “Giovanezza,.”. and the song 
of Italian Irredentists of the time 
when Trieste belonged to Austria, 
“Ttalia del mio coure.” Shouts of 
“Viva Italia” and cheers for Nobile 
sounded. A bottle of brandy was 
emptied. Thus the celebration of 
our arrival at the North Pole was 
soon over. 
After completing the scientific 
measurements and the ceremonies, 
namely. the dropping of the flag 
and cross, we started on Our way 
back at 4:30 p. m., New York time, 
after two hours at the Pole. 
From the Pole we flew in the di- 
rection of the thirtieth and fortieth 
meridians, making a slight detour 
to inspect unexplored territory. A 
northwester wind was favorable on 


the whole, but the weather was 
mostly foggy and the sky was 
clouded. 


Ice Coating Begins to Form. 


We flew partly in the fog, partly 
above. Then the fog began to con- 
centrate into a compact mass of 
ice and a Jayer almost half an inch 
thick began to cover the surface of 
the ship and some of the antenna 
wires. Biogi, the telegraph opera- 
tor, had to change a few wires. 
We photographed these ice forma- 
tions to show on our return to 
Spitzbergen. 

After leaving the Pole, I took 
another short rest. Owing to che 
continued noise it was nearly im- 
possible to sleep in the cabin, anl, 
besides, there was no space. The 
sleeping bags in the corridor in the 
upper part of the ship were all oc- 
cupied. 

We slept by turns. Gen, Nobile 
ani _ the telegraph operator, Biogi. 
slept least of all. The energy with 
which Nobile resisted fatigue on 
the voyage was astonishing, in 
view cf his weak physique. Biogi 
could sleep only a little, being the 
only telegraph operator on board. 

24 Hours at Instruments. 

After a couple of hours, I rce- 
lieved Pontremoli on the apparat- 
us which gave so much trouble. 
The so-called aspiration apparatus, 
through which the air current was 
passing continually, suffered from 
humidity in the foggy weather and 
I had to cleanse the amber iso- 
lators continually besides making 
observations. 1 stayed at the ap- 
paratus 24 hours without interrup- 
tion until the morning of May 25. 

Already in the small hours of 
the morning the weather showed a 
marked change. The wind became 
stronger and turned to the south- 
west. The airship was continually 
being dragged eastward, although 
all three motors were working. 

Under normal conditions this 
would have given the airship a 
speed of about 60 miles an hour, 
but it advanced only at the pace cf 
25. Fog prevented ascertaining the 
position by astronomical observa- 
tions, wherefore we had to rely for 
the course of the flight upon bear- 
ings received by radio from the sup- 
ply ship, Citta di Milano. 

Last Sleep Before Crash. 

The morning of May 25 I slept 
for the last time on the floor of 
the cabin for some threg hours. 
Then Gen. Nobile gave orders to 
carry the sleeping bag into the up- 
per part of the ship because it ob- 


Structed the passage through 
cabin. 

Pontremoli went “upstairs’’ to 
carry out the General’s order, and 
lay down immediately in the corri- 
dor above. From that moment I 
have not seen Pontremoli again. 

The airship continued its course, 
continually fighting the _ strong 
winds. The weather cleared and 
all felt very tired after a flight of 
two days. 

Shortly after 4 a.m., New York 
time, I noticed on the altimeter 
fixed beneath my apparatus for 
measuring radioactivity of the at- 
nosphere, that we were. sinking 
rapidly. Then I heard signais to 
the motor crew, the motors stopped 
and the airship dropped for’a mo- 
ment, then rose quickly above the 
clouds. 

Ship Goes Upwa.d Again. 

There had been a mistake in ma- 
neuvering the vertical steering gear 
whereby the latter got into “dead 
point’ and the ship had begun to 
descend. The error was quickly 
corrected. The motors had stopped 
at 4:42 a. m., as I see by my notes, 
The whole incident proves that at 
that time the airship was still light 
and able to ascend with the assist- 
ance of the motors. 

I do not Know to what altitude it 
had risen. Troiani, the engineer, 
said 2700 feet. When the motors 
started again, a few gasoline recep- 
tacles were thrown overboard. Un- 
der the circumstances, this could 
cause the airship to rise only a tri- 
fle, perhaps 150 feet. Gen. Nobile 
says, by the way, that the tanks 
were dropped without his knowl- 
edge. Whatever the case may be, 
throwing them over was certainly 
superfluous, 

Capt. Mariano used the moment 
when the airship got out of the fog 
for determining the geographic lat- 
itude and rmveasuring the height of 
the aun. The intersection degree of 
latitude thus defined and bearings 
transmitted by way of the radio 
gave our positions, but inaccurate- 
ly, as we fdund out later. 

We were supposed to be about 
100 miles off Moffen Island, near 
the north coast of Spitzbergen, 
whereas in reality we were much 
farther east. owing to the constant 
deviation of the ship from its orig- 
inal course, caused by the quarter 
wind. 

Thinks Ship Is Too Leavy. 

After this incident, I talked to 
Finn Malmgren, who thought the 
airship was too heavy and it was 
due only to the steering gear that 
it could maintain itself in an alti- 
tude of 1200 to 1500 feet. 

This assumption may have been 
correct, for up to about 15 minutes 
before the catastrophe, tue weather 
was normal. 

The last observation of the elec- 
trometer marked in my notebook 
was made at 5:35 a. m. and the 
aext reading was to take place cn 
hour later, but it never came to 
that. A few minutes after 6, the 
catastrophe occurred, so _ swiftly 
that it was impossible even to send 
a radio call for help. 

A sudden loss of gas caused the 
airship to drop from 1500 feet on 
the pack of ice in less than two 
minutes, despite all the desperate 
efforts at the last moment to make 
it lighter. 7 

It is impossible to describe 
fwether details of the catastrophe. 
I merely want to say that up to the 
last moments everyone kept his 
place and remained perfectly caim, 
even at the moment when we saw 
the white expanse below change 
into hundreds of ice fices rushing 
toward us, growing steadily; and 
even at the moment when the 
terrible impact smashed the motor 
cabin of the unfortunate Pomella, 
as well as ours, to pieces. (Vin- 
cenzo Pomella, motor attendant, 
was killed in the crash. The six 
men sleeping in the upper part of 
the airship were carried off with 
the balloon, and have not been 
reported since.)

ceptance address last Saturday 
wil! come from the  Universitv 
Press today. Another great radio 
hookup will carry it over the 
country. 


Will Make Many Speeches. 

While Hoover himself has given 
little thought to his return here 
in November, if he heeds som: of 
his advisers he will make a fairly 
wiie circle on his journey and 
deliver two or three rather exten- 
sive addresses in addition to the 
dozen or more he will be calied 
upon to make from the rear prlat- 
20rm of his private car. 

The Republican nominee is 
obliged to return here to vote be- 
cause of California laws prohibit- 
ing qualified voters absent ‘rom 
the state to vote by mail, although 
it permits those in the state, but 
absent from their voting places to 
send in their ballots. 

If Hoover is elected, he probably 
will remain here some time aft_r 
Nov. 6, seeking rest and recreation. 
Yielding to the pressure of polili- 
cal leaders, the Republican stand- 
ard bearer has added a number of 
stops to his original itinerary for 
the present Eastern trip, the first 
of which will be at San Jose with- 
in less than an hour after his spt- 
clal train leaves here.

OUTLAW DIAMOND 
PROSPECTORS ROUTED 


Bands in Brazil Disarmed and 
Driven From State of 
Matto Grosso.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Aug. 16.— 
After two months of guerilla war- 
fare, 2000 diamond prospectors 
who became bandits when paid in 


counterfeit money have béen driv- 


en from the State of Matto Gros- 


so into the netghboring State of 
Guyaz. The Governor of Guyaz 
disarmed them and exacted prom- 
ises of peaceful conduct after 
phich they got the right to work 
in the diamond fields of that state. 


The disgruntled prospectors 
were driven trom Matto Grosso 
by 10,000 vigtlantes under Jose 


Morsbeck, who is nicknamed “The 
Cecil Rhodes of South America.” 
Reports of the trouble say there 
were fights in the jungle and up- 
lands of the rich diamond fields 
with night forays and that towns 
were burned and the inhabitants 
of several communities wiped out. 

The diamond fields of the two 
states have been the scene of 
“wild west’ happenings ever since 
1918 when a German prospector 
found the first gems in the Ara- 
guaya river region. From all parts 
of the world adventurers of every 
stripe poured into the workings. 
Almost out.of contact with civi- 
lization, they made their own laws 
and enforced them in their own 


way. 
The practice of paying in coun- 
terfeit money vecame common 


among foreign adventurers. Na- 
tives finding they had received the 
false coins for weeks of prospect- 
ing work in the hot jungie de- 
cided to wipe out the bosses of the 
prospectors. 


Lawlessness followed. individ- 
ual prospectors were ambushed. 
Homes and hamiets were fired 
and the inhabitants massacred. 


Robbery and murder were com- 
mon. 

The Governor of Matto Grosso 
tried to control the situation with 
state troops. These gave up the 
attempt. however, after several! 
disastrous engagements.

DRY REPUBLICAN 
NOMINATED FOR 
GOVERNOR IN OHIO 


Attorney - General Who 
Charged Alliance Between 
Anti-Saloon League and 
Utilities Beaten. 


DEMOCRATIC RACE 
FOR SENATE CLOSE 


Finding of Mistake of 
‘10,000 Votes in Cleve- 
land Makes Senator 
Locher Lead Hunt by 67. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 16.—With 
Myers Y. Cooper of Cincinnati, Re- 
publican, and Cofigressman Martin 
L. Lavey of Kent, Democrat, picked 
by Ohio voters to make the No- 
vember race for Governor, po- 
litical observers already are pre- 
dicting a battle of even greater 
intensity than that witnessed in the 
Republican primary between Coo- 
per and Congressman James T. 
Begg of Sandusky. 


The neck-dhd-neck race for the 
Reyublican gubernatorial nom:na- 
tion between Cuvoper and Bigg went 
into Ohio political history as one 
of the most spectacular on record. 
wich the final result still ques- 
tioned by supporters of the San- 
dusky Congressman, who await the 
cou.plete official returns from the 
Secretary of State. It is douoful 
whether the official vote for each 
candidate will be known before 
nex* week. 

G. O. P. Wet a Poor Third. 

Complete unofficial returns com- 
piled by the Associated Press gave 
Cooper, a Cincinnati business man 
supported by the Ohio Anti-Saloon 
League, a plurality of 6568 votes 
over Begg, who also had dry back- 
ing. Attorney-General Edward C. 
Turner, who openly attacked the 
Anti-Saloon League and certain 
public utility interests which he 
charged had joined with the learue 
to control State legislation, ‘was a 
pood third in a six-cornered race. 

The final vote stood: Cooper, 
259.725: Begg, 254.157; Fred Kohl- 
er, former Mayor of Cleveland, 25,- 
115; Harry A. Shanley, Cleveland, 
Negro publisher, 6840; Harry C. 
Smith, Forest, farmer, 16,181; Tur- 
ner, 90,236. 

Congressman Davey was the 
choice of Ohio Democrats in ap- 
proximately 80 of the State's 88 
counties, leading Peter Witt, for- 
mer Cleveland Traffic Commission- 
er, by a comfortable margin in a 
field of five candidates. 

Mistake of 10,000 Votes. 

A mistake of 10,000 votes in fa- 
vor of United States Senator Cyrus 
Locher, in the count in Cuyaho,a 
County (Cleveland) was discov- 
ered today when the official count 
of votes was made. The unofficial 
vote as tabulated by Election Com- 
missioners yesterday gave Graham 
Hunt of Cincinnati, wet, 26,224. 
Today it was found Hunt's vote in 
Cuyahoga County was 16,224. Loch- 
er’s unofficial vote in the county 
was 12.989. They were running for 
the short term senatorial nomina- 
tion on the Democratic ticket. 

Stephen A. McNeil, Deputy Elec- 
tion Clerk, said the error was made 
in calling out Hunt’s vote. He said 
an official Lad mistaken the num- 
ber “1” for a figure “2.” 

The official count on the race 
apparently must determine the win- 
ner. The unofticial State-wide tan- 
ulation cut Locher’s lead to 7% 
votts. Locher had 93,026 votes 
against °°.949 for Hunt. 

Probably in no other primary 
race on either ticket was prohibi- 
tion a more prominent issue. Hunt 
is an avowed foe of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, which he has fought 
for years. He waged his campaign 
on the issue of modification m the 
Volstead law. Locher had the full 
indorsement of the dry organiza- 
tion and had deciared he would 
rather be defeated than nominated 
by “wet votes.” 

Burton to Run for Senate, 

Congressman Theodore E. Bur- 
ton got the Republican senatorial 
nomination. 

Senator Simeon D. Feas af Yel- 
low Springs, renominated on the 
Republican ticket without oppo- 
sition, will be opposed by Charles 
V. Truax, who concentrated his 
campaign on the farm relief tasue 
and tndorsement of the principles 
of the McNary-Haugen bill. Truax 
appeared to have a plurality of 
more than 10.000 votes today over 
former Congressman George White 
of Marietta. who had the backing 
of the Anti-Saloon League. 

Among those who went down to 
defeat in Hamilton County was 
Charies P. Taft I1., son of Chief 
Justice Willlam H. Taft, the Cuitl- 
zens’ Republican Committee can- 
didate for renomination as County 
frosecutor. Prosecutor Taft lost 
to Nelson Schwab, the organisation 
Republican candidate, by 16,676 
votes with one precinct missing. 

Taft not only lost the semine- 
tion for County Prosecuter but 
also was defeated for Republican 
Precinct Commutteeman in his 


home precinct.

iv the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A RESIDENT and taxpayer of Boonville

for the past 18 years. I have become 
sersonally acquainted with Col. Harri- 
~on, superintendent of the reformatory, 
and have come to realize the enormity 
of his problems in dealing with the lives 
»t 600 boys, problems that are not indi- 
idual and not collective. It may be 
‘nat I appear to you prejudiced, but 
urely one side equalizes another and, in 
‘he interests of fair play, I am sure that 
you will publish this letter in your col- 
umns, thus allowing a reader of your 
paper that opportunity for free éxpres- 
sion that you have so galiantly stood for. 

It is my understanding that the Boon- 
ville Reformatory serves a two-fold pur- 
pose, first as a means of punishment for 
young offenders, and second as an at- 
tempt to reform them so that at least a 
part of this young wreckage can be 
saved. Records have shown that about 
70 per cent of the boys in the reforma- 
tory are saved, and because of this, the 
money that we put into this work is well 
spent. 

Attending the school are boys who 
have no homes and have turned 
vagrants, who have started on a career 
of petty thieving, who, born and raised 
in our large cities, have become asso- 
ciated with gangs of criminals, and their 
associations are formed as a matter of 
course rather than through an inherent 
desire for crime itself. It is to all of 
these boys that we owe a debt, and it is 
eur duty to help them conquer the in- 
stincts formed in their early lives, rather 
than place a stigma of crime upon them 
in their early lives. 

With all of these boys the superintend- 
ent comes in contact, and each individual 
»roblem is studied. Those showing a 
clean record are advanced in the trust 
placed upon them, and are made to feel 
this trust in the effort to bring out of 
them any of the finer qualities. This 
attitude is reflected in the physical 
makeup of the school, around which no 
walls are built and no armed guards are 
seen. Rather the beautiful grounds with 
their green lawns and stately trees help 
to leave the imprint of nature upon their 
minds and souls. And this problem 
Supt. Harrison, through seven years of 
constant @ssociation and study, »us well 
mastered. He is there for that purpose, 
a. d certainly his judgment on the course 
tu pursue with any one boy is more cer- 
tain to be right than that of a faraway 
editor.

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CLEANING UP THE BOONVILLE MESS. 

The State Penal Board deserves credit for having 
done its best to clean up the mess at Boonville Re- 
formatory. Its decision to continue C. M. Harrison 
as superintendent of the institution is unfortunate, 
but the difficulty of getting a competent man to take 
his place before the expiration of the present admin- 
istration next January, seemed to make it inevitable. 
The board has laid him under restrictions which.

Harrison’s actions in making Gus Webbe his pri- 
vate chauffeur, and allowing that notorious Cuckoo 
gangster and murderer to spend “week-end vacations” 
in St. Louis, are pronounced “inexcusable” by the 
board, which also has resolved to visit the reforma- 
tory at least once a month to check up on conditions 
there. Another new rule provides that no inmate 
convicted of a felony shall be released until he has 
served at least seven-twelfths of his sentence, unless 
the board finds good cause for a parole. 

The board’s order that no furlough shall hereafter 

be granted to any inmate for any cause whatsoever, 
is likely to work a hardship in really meritorious 
cases, but it probably is necessary to prevent abuses, 
pending the replacement of Harrison with a superin- 
tendent who can be trusted to use discretion. 
One of the first duties of the next State adminis- 
tration will be to clean up the Boonville Reforma- 
tory. The board admits, at the conclusion of its in- 
vestigation, that conditions are so bad that it will be 
impossible to “straighten them out” between now 
and January. Meantime, the people of Missouri would 
like to hear from the candidates for Governor on 
that subject. Messrs. Caulfield and Wilson, what do_ 
you propose to do about Boonville?

JUDGE THOMPSON’S CAMPAIGN. 

Seldom does a campaign for any public office rise 
above political expediency. We have seen the Re- 
publicans returned to power under Mr. Coolidge 
without even referring to the villainies of the Hard- 
ing regime. Mr. Hoover talks of the last eight years 
of Republican rule as if they perfectly illustrated the 
kind of government we profess in America, whereas 
they have been a carnival of privilege and were, 
under Mr. Harding, actually a welter of Mme. 

It is therefore refreshing to observe the tampaign 
which Judge Floyd E. Thompson of Rock Island is 
making in Illinois. The Democratic candidate for 
Governor, he is opposed by Louis L. Emmerson. Em- 
merson is the man who acted as treasurer for Mr. 
Lowden in 1920, when Lowden tried to buy the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. He testified to 
distributing $379,175, including $38,703 sent to Mis- 
souri. Of the Missouri money, $2500 each went to 
Nat Goldstein and Bobby Moore of St. Louis, the 
Gold Dust Twins. It was the Missouri scandal par. 
ticularly that defeated Lowden in the Chicago con- 
vention. | 

Illinois, as the country has good reason to know, 
is politically one of the most corrupt states in the 
Uniop. It is so steeped in corruption that when 
Frank L. Smith was refused in the United States 
Senate the seat which had been bought for him 
there by the electrical power interests of his State, he 
retorted that he would achieve popular vindication 
by running again. He did run again, and the peo- 
ple of Illinois emphatically sustained the Senate. 
They had become aroused by one exposure after an- 
other, and at last expressed with emphasis what they 
thought of the kind af politics Illinois had been hav- 
ing. Judge Thompson is talking about the kind of 
State government Illinois would haye under Emmer- 
son, its ethics by day and its skulduggery by night.

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AN EMPTY GESTURE. 

In his speech before the American Legion at Wau- 
sau, Mr. Coolidge showered praise upon the Kellogg 
peace pacts. These agreements, whose central point 
is the renunciation of war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy, are now in process of adoption by 14 
nations. How highly Mr. Coolidge estimates their 
importance is indicated by the following excerpt: 

Had an agreement of this kind been in ex- 

-istence in 1914, there is every reason to suppose 

that it would have saved the situation and de- 

livered the world from all the misery which was 
inflicted by the Great War. 

In the light of history, it can be said that faith 
in Kellogg’s idea can reach no greater or more naive 
heights. Precisely the kind of agreement now pro- 
posed had not in 1914 been adopted by the Powers, 


signed to prevent war. In August, 1914, when the 
war was well under way, the wastebaskets in the 
chancelleries of Europe were full of broken treaties 
and violated pledges. The most famous of these was 
the Belgium neutrality treaty, which proved to be 
nothing but “a scrap of paper.” The Bryan arbitra- 
tion treaties and all the pious resolutions adopted at 
The Hague likewise proved equally ineffectual 
against the onslaught of realities. 

Mr. Coolidge has had-no stancher supporter from 
the moment he entered the White House than the 
New York Herald Tribune. We quote its opinion of 
the Kellogg agreements: 

We greatly admire the record of the Coolidge 
administration and we strongly approve its many 
sound and beneficent accomplishments; but the 
Kellogg treaty is certainly not one of them. 


* * * The conception of renouncing war by 
governmental fiat is inherently absurd. 


The Tribune adds: : 

The treaty will probably be signed, but we hope 
that the Senate will refuse to ratify it. This 
attempt to give something for nothing only in-_ 
trenches war more deeply than ever. War fears 
truth and realism; only understanding and mu- 
tual sacrifice can end it. 

It will be noted that, aside from its intrinsic de- 
fects, the Kellogg peace plan is gravely defective in 
what might be called its selective membership. Mr. 
Kellogg, though attacking a universal problem, did 
not invite all. nations to join him. The most con- 
spicuous omission waS Russia. Russia wanted to 
sign the agreement renouncing war, but it was coldly 
ignored. As to this point, the New York World says: 

If Mr. Kellogg does not invite Russia his treaty 
looks a little silly. For a plan to outlaw war 
which does not.include'the most populous na- 
tion in Europe is on the face of it a queer ar- 
rangement. * * * You cannot outlaw war in 
the interest of the brotherhood of man and at 
the same time outlaw 150,000,000 human souls in 
the interest of your prejudices. 3 


The Post-Dispatch has heretofore said that the Kel- 
logg pacts are “of the stuff that dreams are made 
on.” Mr. Kellogg is undoubtedly sincere and even 
zealous in his peace efforts, but he will not get far 
with such airy and gossamer textures as his agree- 
ments to renounce war. As the Herald Tribune says, 
“War fears truth and realism.” There is nothing in 
the Kellogg idea to influence or deter those great 
practical forces which bring war about. 

It is an ironic commentary on the Kellogg pacts 
that they were conceived and are being supported by 
those who derided Wilson’s idealism. Wilson’s ideal- 
ism never led him into such empty gestures as this. 
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EMANCIPATION FOR GOLFERS. 

Johnny Farrell, American open golf champion, has 
shattered the theory of the straight left arm. Johnny 
calls it a fallacy, but there are worse names for this 
impossible golf preachment. For years we have been 
told that the left arm must be kept stiff while mak- 
ing a golf shot, whereas it is obvious that only a 
professional contortionist is capable of it. The ca- 
reer of many a village Hagen and mute, inglorious 
Bobby Jones has been ruined by too faithful adher- 
ence to the stiff-left-arm idea. Farrell points out 
that’ such great golfers as Harry Vardon bend the 
left wing noticeably in making shots. 

While Farrell is in the mood, perhaps he will rele- 
gate other dogmas to the scrapheap. Let him eman- 
cipate us from the interlocking grip, the rigid right 
knee and other tortures invented by the profession- 
als. Golf is too much bound by the academic and 
scholastic point of view. What we need is a new 
naturalistic schoo,headed by a prophet whose slo- 
gan would be something like this: Just step up and 
smack the old gutta percha. That would breed a 
generation of free swingers. Babe Ruths of the 
links, free men, who refuse to be cribbed, cabined 
and confined by the oracular utterances of the pros.

Pale am- 
ber does not quite describe it, neither does Etruscan 
gold. The color has an elusive spiritual quality 
along with the tang of the thistle. and the magic of 
hill-stabbed horizons beyond which chants the end- 
less requiem of the sea. Thag, as everyone knows, 
is real Scotch. And if that is the kind of Scotch 
purveyed at the preacher's tavern in the Catskills we

Communique From the Chicago Front 


Big Bill's forces are breaking badly before the onslaught of the honest citizenry; Crime 
Commission has been wrested from the possession of Crowe and has been put to 
work to investigate rascality of public officials; record of 130 gang murders in 
two years without a single conviction has stirred Chicagoans to their depths.

T IS remarkable news which is coming 


from Chicago. . The inhabitants of that 
Place, wearied at last by the buffooneries 
of Mayor Thompson and the alliance be- 
twee politics and vice and crime which 
these buffooneries are intended to conceal, 
have taken matters jin their own. hands, 
rather in the Vigilante spirit. The Chicago 
Crime Commission, which has long been in 
the pocket of State’s Attorney Robert E. 
Crowe, has been freed, rejuvenated and set 
to work. Special deputies of the Attorney- 
General are investigating the one murder, 
and the numerous kidnapings and assaults, 
on the day of the primary election last 
April. When Mr. Crowe managed to pre- 
vent the spending of city money for this 
investigation, the angry citizens volunteered 
$150,000 in a short time for the purpose. 

One group of City Judges has been ex- 
amining the deeds of another group, has 
criticised them in the harshest terms, and 
as a result, three Judges—two of them 
known to be Thompson's henchmen—have 
gone back from the criminal bench to other 
courts where they technically belong. The 
number of cases where Judges have per- 
mitted criminals accused of serious crimes 
to plead guilty on minor charges and be 
let off with a slap on the wrist, has been 
reduced from a weekly average of 47 to 
seven. Mayor Thompson's administration 
was recently forced, through a taxpayers’ 
suit of the Chicago Tribune, to restore $2,- 
000,000 of city money which the Tribune 
charged they had spent illegally. Sixty men 
have been indicted in connection with the 
events of primary election day, among them 
the Ellers, father and son, and State Sena- 
tor Leonardo. The gangsters are taking 
the matter seriously; one of them was 
killed last week by his friends for fear he 
would tel] the investigators what he knew. 

The Thompson City Controller and the

BELGIUM WANTS TO ERECT 
MEMORIAL TO CARL AKELEY 


Asks Permission of American Sci- 
entist’s Widow Who Buricd 
Him im Heart of Congo. 

E*y the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Permis- 
sion to place a commemorative tab- 
let of bronze on the tomb of the 
African explorer, Carl Akeley, who 
lies buried where he died in the 
heart of the Belgian Congo, has 
been requested by the Belgian Gov- 
ernment in a communication just 
received by the explorer’s widow, 
Mrs. Mary L. Jobe Akeley. 

Prime Minister Jaspar of Bel- 
gium and Minister of the Colonies, 
has made the _ request through 
Prince Albert de Ligne, Belgian 
Ambassador to the Uniied States. 
Jaspar says: “This action is desired 
as a token of the admiration of the 
Belgian Government for the great 
American scientist,” agd that he 
wishes Mrs. Akeley to consider the 
offer as a tribute to the memory 
of her husband and to herself. 

Cark Akeley died suddenly Nov. 
17, 1926, on Mount Mikeno in the 
Parc National Albert of the Belgian 
Congo, where he and Mrs. Akel-y 
had undertaken to fulfill a mission 
from King Albert of Belgium. 

Mrs. Akeley, aided by the other 
members of the party and the black 
boys, prepared her husband's grave 
in the rock, built a coffin of na- 
tive mahogany, metal-lined, and 
upholstered with woolen blankets. 
An eight-foot stockade of mahog- 
any posts was erected around the 
burial plot to prevent the encroach- 
ments of the jungle. A great slab, 
made of cement which Mrs. Akeley 
had her black boys carry from a 
Government post a hundred miles 
distant, bears the explorer’s name 
and the date of his death. _
